Herbert E. Hetu is the assistant for public affairs to the 
President's primary advisor on foreign intelligence. The Director 
of Central Intelligence (DCI) provides the President and other 
government officials with foreign intelligence, including national 
intelligence estimates. He also develops national intelligence 
- requirements and priorities and supervises the production and 
dissemination of national intelligence. In addition, the Director 
also acts as the executive head of the Central Intelligence Agency. 


. Hetu was born in Sharon, Pennsylvania ee | STA 
He rose to the rank of Captain in the United States Navy and held 

key public affairs positions with the Navy in Europe, Southeast Asia 

and the United States prior to his retirement on June 30, 1975. 


Hetu was assigned to the American Revolution Bicentennial 

Administration (ARBA) by the Navy in April of 1974 as Executive 
Assistant to the Administrator, John W. Warner, who was formerly 
Secretary of the Navy. In January of 1975, he became the Assistant 
Administrator for Communications and Public Affairs of ARBA. In 
that position Hetu was in overall charge of ARBA's multi-media BP et ar 
tions in support of the Nation's Bicentennial celebration. 


Hetu! s last naval assignment was as special assistant for public 
affairs to the Secretary of the Navy, a position he held from January 
1970 to April 1974. In 1969, he served as Director of Public Affairs 
- dn the 7th Fleet's Detachment "Charlie" in Saigon. From November of 
1967 to April of 1969, he was the public affairs officer in the office 
' of the Commander-in-Chief, U.S. Naval Forces in Europe, stationed in 
London, and from June 1966 to October 1967 held the post of Special - ee 
Assistant for Public Affairs to the Chief of Naval Operations in re ae -_
